Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Heist faxed the attached proposed amendment to the Examiner. 
The Examiner indicated that the amendment overcomes the rejection under 35 USC 112, 1st, paragraph. The 
Examiner indicated that although applicants argue that the claimed particle size is critical no evidence has been 
submitted in support of this allegation. The Examiner cited In re Dablauwe, 222 USPQ 191, 196 (Fed. Cir. 1984) and 
In re Wood, Whitaker, Stirling and Ohta, 199 USPQ 137, 140 (CCPA 1978). The Examiner explained that the 
reference teaches a specific example alloy having a composition that is encompassed by the claims, that applicants' 
claims are directed to a powder, that the properties recited in the instant claims are the properties of the bonded 
magnet made from the claimed powder and that the difference in these properties and those taught by the reference 
for the bonded magnet may be the result of the method used to make the bonded magnet and not neceassarily the 
result of the powder itself. The Examiner indicated that if the difference in the properties of the bonded magnet made 
from the claimed powder is the result of the powder size would applicants consider submitting a declaration under 132 
including factual evidence to support the allegation of criticality? Mr. Heist responded that he would look into this . 
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
